night that the U. S. destroyers 
Pillsbury and Edsall have been 
missing since early March in wat­ 
ers around Java and must be pre­ 
sumed lost. 
Each ship had a normal com­ 
plement of about 145 officers and 
men. 
“The nex t of k in of the person­ 
nel of the Pillsbury and Edsall 
have been informed,” the navy 
said. 
The Pillsbury was believed to 
have met her end in the vicinity 
of Bali Strait, between the islands 
of Java and Bali in the Dutch 
East Indies, after the great naval 
engagement of Feb. 27-28 in the 
Java sea during which American 
and allied forces previously were 
reported to have lost a total of 13 
vessels. 
The navy communiq ue report­ 
ing the loss of the two destroyers 
said the last report from the Ed­ 
sall placed her in waters south of 
Java. 
The time at which the vessels 
were last reported and the scene 
of their disappearances indicated 
that they probably were trying to 
reach Australia after the Japanese 
in the Java sea battle, had es­ 
tablished domination over the wa­ 
ters around Java.

Nelson said he wou ld ask a m em ­ 
b er of his staff to stu dy that pro­ 
position. 
Inserted in the record of the 
hou se naval committee’s hearings 
late in the day was a statement 
from Thomas J. Wallner, presi­ 
dent of the sou thern states in­ 
du strial cou ncil, calling u pon con­ 
gress to “sweep away the last 
vestige of peacetime special pri­ 
vileges.” 
He declared that the cou ncil, 
which CTO President Philip M u r­ 
ray said was promoting a cam­ 
paign to wipe from the statu te 
b ooks rights which lab or has won, 
was a non-profit corporation ex­ 
isting to protect sou thern indu s­ 
try. 
“What we need now,’ ’he said 
in the statement, “is a great re ­ 
lease of the nation's energies; not 
restraints, w hether b y u nreason­ 
ab le ceilings over hou r, req u ire­ 
ments that workers mu st pay tri­ 
b u te to some private organizations 
for the right to work; or b y any 
other means.” 
The chairman of the w ar pro­ 
du ction b oard gave these views 
to the hou se naval committee in 
hearings on the b ill b y Rep. Smith 
(D-Va) 
to accomplish all these 
ob jectives. In general he opposed

or employers b y legal compu lsion, 
holding that mu ch more cou ld b e 
accomplished

“The men at the b ench are ju st 
as patriotic as you or I” he said.

He denou nced the practice of 
paying dou b le time for Satu rday, 
Su nday and holiday work pre­ 
valent u nder some u nion contracts 
b u t made it clear that he favored 
the payment of time and a half for 
extra hou rs spent in the factory.

sion period, he sa.d, that if dou b le- 
time is not ab andoned within that 
time, he wou ld ask for compu lsory 
legislation himself.
